Truth ls Out at ILO 


ALTER NASH, Minister to the U.S. 

from New Zealand and chairman of 
the ILO, should be commended highly for 
his forthright views on the recent Izvestia 
editorial. Citing the full text of the edi- 
torial, he noted that press reports were dis- 
torted to mislead the public on the Soviet 
Union’s attitude towards the ILO confer- 
ence at Philadelphia. 


Far from declaring the ILO “bankrupt,” 
as AP dispatches claimed, the editorial, Nash 
observed, made proposals to strengthen and 
vitalize the organization. In fact, Mr. Nash 
found common ground with the Izvestia edi- 
torial on practically every point. Further- 
more, he said that no international organiza- 
tion can be effective without Soviet partici- 


pat ion. 


Undoubtedly Mr. Nash spoke the feeling 
of others at the ILO. It all boils down to a 
recognition, as Izvestia stressed so strongly, 
that the ILO cannot hope to survive and 
function if it remains an appendage of the 
dead League of Nations. It must become an 
organ of the United Nations. Until such a 
base is established for it, the ILO’s discus- 
sions will have little practical meaning and 
its decisions, no matter how admirable, will 
remain on paper. 0 

The absence of such fundamental agree- 
ment and a discussion that leads nowhere, 
are quite evident after 10 days of the con- 
ference. In facing the facts that Izvestia 
had put so bluntly, Mr. Nash has indicated 
that the conference may at least lay the 
ground for the necessary change. If this 
is its only achievement, it will be a big step 
forward.

AFL and the Poll Tax 


Philip Pearl’s evasive and 
confusing article on the 
anti-poll tax bill (AFL news- 
letter, April 18), reflects, as 
is customary, the Hutcheson- 
Woll point of view, then AFL pro- 
gressives had better act quickly to 
prevent new legislative sabotage by 
the dominant leadership of their 
Executive Council. 

Although admit- 
ting that “the 
Negro question in 
America is rapid- 
ly approaching a 
point where criti- 
cal decisions must 
be made,” and 
recognizing that 
the coming Sen- 
ate debate on the 
anti-poll tax bill 
is now the focal 
point of the struggle, Pearl assumes 
an attitude of detached neutrality, 
declaring “it is not our purpose here 
to pass sweeping judgments one 
way or another.” 

Although he anticipates “filibust- 
ers and denunciations and insults” 
in the fight to bring the bill to a 
vote in the Senate, this calm and 
serene spokesman of Hutcheson and 
Woll resists what he calls the 
“temptation to condemn,” because 
“it is not very intelligent nor help- 
ful.” 

Whereas all the world knows that 
the poll tax laws disfranchise more 
millions of white than Negro citi- 
zens, hinder the growth of a vigor- 
ous labor movement in the South, 
and strengthen the deadly coalition 
of reactionaries and defeatists who 


now threaten to disrupt the war et- 
fort of the whele nation, Pearl has 
the insolence to write as if the 
poll tax involves just another of 
those anti-Negro discriminations of 
which ‘practically every white citi- 
zen of America is guilty.” 

When the crying need of the na- 
tion is to mobilize the full power of 
organized labor and all other pa- 
triotie groups for vigorous strug- 
gle to pass the anti-poll tax bill 
and thus unleash the democratic 
win-the-war power of 10,000,000 dis- 

Americans, this APL 
journalist spreads defeatism and 
confusion by predicting a “disas- 
trous failure” for “any attempt to 
wipe out discrimination by force or 
edict or even legislation.” 

Rather than call for political ac- 
tien to hasten victory and the dem- 
Ocratic goals for which we fight, 
Pearl asks merely for a “process of 
education” which “may appear slow 
to white reformers and rebellious 
Negroes” (my emphasis!), but 
which, nevertheless, “is the only way 
to attain progress.”

A welder in a California shipyard 
gets a disease called keratoconjunc- 
tivitis. He never heard of it before, 
but it has something to do with 
his work.
